/WASHINGTON, May I1*.

silver law, which authorized tbe Secretary 
of tbe Treasury to1 purchase 4,300,000 
ounces of silver each month and issue 
Treasury notes thereon. 


The Treasury notes thus far issued on 


bullion purchased nndcr tbe act aggregate 
*43,532,000. 
The Department coins two 


million standard silver dollars. The law 
says that any gain or selgnorage arising 
from such coinage shall be accounted for 
and paid Into tbe Treasury.
